THE COMMON HOOSEFLY 


(Ivan W. Keith, M. D., Health Officer 
of South San Francisco.) 

It has only been within recent years 
that the common housefly has been 
recognized as an enemy to mankind 
From time immemorial it has been 
taken for granted that this little in¬ 
sect, which has been so closely as¬ 
sociated with the human race, was 
absolutely harmless. However, af¬ 
ter carefully studying the habits of 
the fly, scientific men have proven to 
us that it is one of the most danger¬ 
ous insects in the animal world, due 
to its ability to carry filth and dis¬ 
ease germs. 

in the spring the over-wintering 
fly lays its eggs in a nearby manure 
pile or in piles of garbage or refuse 
wliere there is plenty of warmth 
and sunlight. In a few days, from 
4 to 7, depending on the warmth of 
the weather, the egg has hatched into 
a maggot and in an eipial number of 
days the maggot has become a full- 
fledged fly. This new-born fly sits 
in the sun for a short time until its 
legs and wings are dried, just exact¬ 
ly the same as a beautiful butterfly 
does after emerging from its cococn. 
Then after it is all nice and dry it 
Hies in through the nearest open 
window looking for sometliing to eat. 
It very probably sits on the food that 
is prepared or is being prepared for 
dinner, and if there is a baby in the 
house, on the wet nibble of the baby’s 
bottle and after eating its fill pro¬ 
ceeds to clean its wings and legs, 
thereby scattering filth and disease 
germs where ever it goes. Or, per¬ 
haps, he takes a bath in the baby’s 
milk and after he crawls out the 
little insect must needs visit the place 
where it was born and then perhaps 
goes to a house where someone is 
sick with an infectious or contagious 
disease and tlien goes visiting else- 
where, for he must be on the move all 
tile time. So he goes on all through 
his span of life scattering filth and 
disease over food in siiops, stores and 
liouses. 

.-Vs can be readily seen, then, we 
siiould endeavor all the time to keep 
tliis little pest, not only out of our 
liomes, but out of tlie grocery stores, 
fruit and vegetable stores, 4iil^^ries 
and meat sliops and should urge it 
upon the proprietors of tlie various 
simps and stores, at whicli we trade, 
to rid tlieir premises of Hies and fly- 
breeding places. 

Hesides filtli and dirt, a few of the 
disease germs which Hies carry are 
tliose of tuberculosis, typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, and to a lesser extent 
all tlie diseases caused by germs, all 
of wliicli we know are, as a rule, very 
serious illnesses. Tlie fly, excluding 
water and milk, is tlie most potent 
earrier of typhoid fever, and all know 
what a long, severe and treacherous 
disease it is. 

Therefore, it is of advantage to 
make an effort to rid communities 
of flies, for sickness means, not only 
the expenditure of money, but loss 
of time and earning capacity and of- 
tinies death. 

This may appear to many to be a 
large order, but in towns and cities 
that have made an effort, and kept 
it up, they have been very much grati¬ 
fied to find that their efforts have been 
well repaid by materially decreasing 
the number of flies in their vicinity. 
Just as it was when those who had 
studied and know said that to get rid 
of yellow fever and malaria the mos¬ 
quito had to be killed. Many thought 
it impossible, but it is only to re¬ 
member the yellow fever epidemic 
a few years ago in New Orleans and 
Memphis and how it was finally end¬ 
ed. In the Panama Canal zone it has 
been proven that mosquitoes can be 
eliminated, and so it is also possible 
to get rid of flies. In fact, all through 
this country the progressive cities 
and towns are succeeding in doing so. 

Now how is this difficult task to 
de carried through to a finish? 

First, by everyone, from the young¬ 
est to the oldest, doing his or her 
part, and keeping at it everlastingly, 
not only in the summer time, when 
flies are numerous, but in the winter 
as well. It is the fly that lives 
through the winter that keeps the 
species alive from year to year. 

Second, by trapping and killing the 
pests. This may appear to some 
like going at it in the wrong way. But 
those who have tried it have found 
that it greatly lessens the number of 
flies, especially in homes and stores.

Traps set outside the doors of shops 
and stores, if properly baited, will 
catch many flies before they have a 
chance to get inside. Many cities 
and towns have purchased traps for 
this purpose and the majority report 
much more satisfactory results, than 
when sticky fly paper and poison has 
been used. Another advantage in the 
use of traps is that the first cost is all 
the expense, whereas fly paper and 
poison is a continuous and increas¬ 
ing expense. 

Swatting is another way of ridding 
the home of ies, and a tew minutes 
spent each day in doing so will keep 
the house comparatively free of them. 

Third, by properly screening of 
doors and windows, and by putting 
fly-tight screens around foodstuffs, 
whether in the home or on display in 
the various shops and stores. 

Fourth, and most important, the 
elimination of the breeding places. 
These consist of manure, unclean sta¬ 
bles, garbage, rotting fruits and vege¬ 
tables, and otlier such refuse. To 
do away with all these is really a 
very easy thing, if only everyone will 
co-operate in doing so. Stables should 
be built with a concrete floor, so that 
they can be easily and properly 
cleaned once or twice daily. The 
manure being placed in a fly-tight 
box, with proper doors so that it can 
be easily removed daily or not less 
often than weekly. This sort of a box 
is inexpensive and can be easily ar¬ 
ranged in any stable. 

All garbage, spoiled fruits, vege¬ 
tables and refuse should be put in¬ 
to garbage cans with tight fitting 
covers, and hese cans should be emp¬ 
tied and the contents taken away at 
least once a week. 

If all the people of a city, town or 
community would try to comprehend 
the dangers of the common housefly 
and try to the best of their ability to 
put into force all the above mention¬ 
ed measures against the fly it would 
only be a very short time until there 
would be very few flies carrying 
filth and disease from the barnyard 
and sickroom to the kitchen and din¬ 
ing room and to those who are in 
good health 


CANDIDATES SEEKING 
STATE DFFICES 

The official list of aspirants for 
nominations of state and congres¬ 
sional offices to be voted on at the 
primary election the 25th of this 
month lias been completed by Statis¬ 
tician James Cremln of the secretary ' 
of state’s office. The official list shows 
that 770 aspirants will appear on the 
ballot for the various offices. Of the 
men and women in the field ten failed 
to qualify because of Insufficient sig¬ 
natures, errors in their petitions, etc. 

Stetson Falls Down 

Prominent among those who failed 
to be put on the ballot is J. W. Stet¬ 
son, prominent politician of Alameda 
county and a former state senator. 
He was seeking to be a delegate to 
the state progressive convention. A 
number of assemblymen also failed 
to qualify, among them being Attor¬ 
ney Prim of Redding. 

L. D. Bohnett of Santa Clara failed 
to qualify for the progressive nomi¬ 
nation for congressman in the 
eighth district, but he received the 
democratic and republican nomina¬ 
tions, fiowever. 

Bonding Act May Succeed. 

The University of California bond¬ 
ing act has not qualified up to the 
present time, but backers of this 
move may be able to get this measure 
upon the ballot, as they have until 
August 4 to secure sufficient signa¬ 
tures. The amendment prohibiting 
the voting on prohibition more than 
once in eight years seems likely to 
August 4th to secure sufficient signa¬ 
tures have not yet been received, it is 
probable that the measure will 
qualify.

The night was pitchy dark as Cap¬ 
tain MacArthur, master of the bark, 
Penguin, stood on the deck of his 
ship listening to a sound that greatly 
disturbed him. He thought he heard 
a bell attached to a buoy. But it was 
so faint that he was not sure that 
what he heard was not one of those 
ringings wihin his ears that some 
persons are subject to or a freak of 
his imagination. 

There it was again, this time a 
trifle more distinct. 

The Penguin was coming westward 
and was midway between Gibraltar 
and New York. The Azores and Me- 
deira had been left several hundred 
miles behind. True, clouds had pre¬ 
vented an observation for several 
days, but Captain MacArthur had so 
mucli sea room that he had not the 
slightest fear of a near shore. In¬ 
deed, he was in the middle of the At¬ 
lantic ocean. Nevertheless he was 
approaching a bell buoy, for the toll¬ 
ing came with the irregularity of the 
waves. 

Fearing to approach any nearer to 
it, lie gave orders to the helmsman to 
steer in a circle while the lead was 
being thrown. The boson reported no 
bottom, but the Captain’s fears were 
not allayed. The sound of the bell 
was rapidly growing more distinct. 
There was the same irregularity of 
the strokes throughout, indicating 
that it was tolled by the waves. Mac¬ 
Arthur had heard these sounds as 
long as he had been at sea, and they 
had always arisen from the same in¬ 
strument, a bell buoy. 

Tliere can be nothing more calcu¬ 
lated to throw a man off his equani¬ 
mity than one of these paradoxical 
occurences. We hear or see or feel 
something; we know what it is, and 
yet we know that it is not what our 
senses tell us it is. It is liable to 
come to us in dreams, but rarely 
when we are awake. Captain Mac¬ 
Arthur momentarily dreaded to strike 
a sunken rock, and yet he knew that 
there was no such danger within a 
tliousand miles of him. He asked the 
few men who were on deck with him 
if they heard the tolling, and all said 
they did, but none of them could give 
any explanation of it. Some of them 
knew little of navigation or geogra¬ 
phy, but there was none so uninform¬ 
ed that he did not know that there 
were no sunken rocks in the middle 
of the Atlantic Ocean. 

Yet there is always an uncertainty 
to break down one’s courage. Might 
there be in that vast wilderness of 
waters one rock remaining for cen¬ 
turies undiscovered? Might not ships 
tliat liave sailed never to be heard 
from have been lost on this Inflnitely 
small point in so vast an area? 

Nonsense! If such were the case 
there would be no bell buoy to warn 
ships away. And if there were such 
a rock protected by a buoy it would 
he on the charts. 

Something like this was running 
through Captain Mac Arthur’s mind. 
Probably his was more keenly alive 
to the matter than any of his crew 
because on him rested the responsi- 
.bility for the lives of all and of the 
ship. There were one or two of the 
more superstitious who gave a differ¬ 
ent explanation of what they heard. 
Gne imputed it to evil spirits who 
were using it to drive the ship away 
from deep waters or waters clear of 
other ships on to an area of danger. 
Another considered it a tolling for a 
ship that had at some time gone down 
on that very spot. But while every 
I one listened and thought not one 
i spoke his interpretations of the mys- 
i tery. 

I But it came again. The next day 
I came a storm from the west, and the 
I Penguin, after beating up against it, 

I at last was obliged to turn and ride 
j before it. By evening the storm had 
j spent its force, and the ship was 
j again put on her course. Near mid¬ 
night was again heard that Irregu¬ 
lar melancholy tolling. This second 
^ isit, finding the crew tired and de- 
I pressed from their experience with 
tlie storm, had a keener effect upon 
j them than the ni'^ht before. 

Moreover, superstition seizes upon 
us when we are worn out. Captain 
McArthur looked troubled. His of¬ 
ficers listened to the strokes in si¬ 
lence, while some of tlie crew mut¬ 
tered prayers to heaven for protection 
from this unknown evil. Again the 
sounds approached, reaching a maxi¬ 
mum of distinctness, then died away. 
But in this case they were longer, aatl 


the strokes clanged louder, as if made 
by fierce waves. 

In the morning the outlook report¬ 
ed a ship on the starboard quarter, 
c-he was without mast or sail and 
seemed to have been disabled, doubt¬ 
less by the recent storm. As the 
Penguin approached her the crew 
heard again the mysterious tolling. 
The captain, who had brought his 
glass to bear on her as soon as he 
heard it, lowered the glass and said: 

“The riddle is solved. What we 
have heard is the bell of a derelict.” 

And so it turned out. When a 
boat’s crew stepped on the stranger’s 
deck they found that the bell cord 
had rotted away and left the clapper 
to swing as the ship was tossed about 
by the waves. 

WARNING AGAINST WORTHLESS 
ANTI-FAT CURES. 

Numerous inquiries received re¬ 
cently by the department indicate that 
promoters of so-called obesity reme¬ 
dies and fat-reducing cures are us¬ 
ing an old trick dressed in new 
clothes to deceive fat people into 
spending money for worthless or dan¬ 
gerous preparations. The advertise¬ 
ments appeal to the vanity of people 
who wish to regain graceful figures 
and also to the business necessities 
of those who become so fat that they 
can no longer do their work efficient¬ 
ly. 

In order to be able to give a definite 
reply to many people inquiring about 
specific remedies, the drug specialists 
of the bureau of chemistry recently 
conducted a series of tests with a 
number of nostrums of this character 
on employes in the department who 
wished to lose surplus flesh without 
injuring their health. One of the 
most widely advertised so-called pre¬ 
scriptions for reducing flesh was tried 
for a period of six months. The re¬ 
sult was that two of the subjects un¬ 
der experimentation were obliged to 
stop after taking the medicine for two 
or three weeks because of its injuri¬ 
ous effect. The third subject gained 
2V^ pounds instead of losing flesh. 
Another of the so-called remedies of 
a “great obesity specialist” was tried. 
The subject scrupulously followed the 
diet list which accompanied this rem¬ 
edy and faithfully carried out the 
system of exercises recommended. 
After six months’ treatment there was 
a reduction of 18 pounds of flesh, but 
this the experimenters attribute to 
the fact that the subject ate no bread, 
butter, starchy food, pastry, sugar, or 
candy while under observation. The 
first month after discontinuing the 
treatment the subject gained 10 
pounds, and in three months was back 
to the original weight recorded at the 
beginning of the treatment. 

The circulars, letters, and other an¬ 
nouncements of these so-called obesi¬ 
ty remedies, which are published 
broadcast, in many cases asserted 
that a 2 cent stamp is the only charge. 
Those sending the 2 cents to the sup¬ 
posed philanthropist, who wishes to 
help other sufferers to get rid of sur¬ 
plus flesh, commonly received a state¬ 
ment that the “physician” or “profes¬ 
sor” discovered " his remedy in the 
wilds of some foreign country or re¬ 
ceived it from some famous Indian 
medicine man on his deathbed. Then { 
after due praise of the effectiveness ] 
of the remedy the “professor” states ! 
that he is willing to supply this won¬ 
derful treatment for a fee of from $15 
to $25 a month. If the prospective pa¬ 
tient does not answer immediately he 
is besieged with a line of follow-up 
letters, and finally as a great indivi¬ 
dual favor he is told that he can ob¬ 
tain this marvelous guaranteed flesh 
reducer for the sum of $2.50. In re¬ 
turn for the reduced price, however, 
the patient must agree to tell all his 
fat friends about this wonderful 
means of shedding avoirdupois. 

Judging from the letters received 
by the department appealing to it to 
stop this practice under food and 
drugs act, women are usually the vie- ' 
tlms of these “professors.” Much of i 
the literature contains alleged state- j 
ments of some Individual woman’s j 
til rilling experience in fat-forming and j 
f t reducing, and this makes the sit- j 
nation seem real and personal to the j 
other women. Cases are on record I 
where women have parted with al- j 
most their last dollar in the hope of j 
improving their figures, and have i 
awaited results with anticipation that j 
makes their later disappointment al-1 
most pathetic. The strong feature j 
of most of the literature is that no I 


dieting is necessary; the medicine is 
to do it all and the patient is told that 
he can eat all he wants and as often 
as he wishes, which is a strong in¬ 
ducement to most stout people. 

These preparations usually contain 
thyroids and a laxative. The thyroids 
may prove very hurtful unless given 
under the advice of a physician per¬ 
sonally familiar with the subject’s 
physical condition. The department 
has on record an instance where 
death has followed overdoses of 
preparations containing thyroids. 
Other preparations contain poke root 
(Phytolacca), a poisonous drug, and 
others, analysis shows, contain noth¬ 
ing that could possibly have the 
slightest effect in reducing flesh. 

The promoters of one preparation 
assert that it secures most marvelous 
results by a process of elimination of 
foods without digestion. These peo¬ 
ple guarantee the reduction of a 
pound a day. A preparation of this 
character, if it did what its makers 
claim for it, would probably eliminate 
any need of digestion in the future. 
Another product, examination shows, 
consists principally of ordinary soap. 
The idea is to apply this locally with 
friction and thus remove the fat 
wherever it may be in excess. A still 
more clever scheme provides chemi¬ 
cals to be added to the water in which 
the patient is to bathe. These chemi¬ 
cals are of such a nature that they 
form a sort of curd in the water after 
the patient has bathed. This curd, 
the advertisement states, is fat and 
surplus tissue removed from the body. 
Other schemes supply a tablet at 75 
cents a dozen for which a claim is 
made that it will reduce fat at the 
rate of a pound a day. 

No other class of preparations ex¬ 
ploited to humbug the people has a 
wider sale, and in nearly every in¬ 
stance they are absolutely worthless. 
In many cases where patients seem 
to lose weight this resfllt is attribut¬ 
ed to the hot baths and the diet and 
exercises recommended as an accom¬ 
paniment in taking the medicine. 

The only ways that the depart¬ 
ment’s specialists know of safely re¬ 
ducing flesh are rigid dieting, and 
strenuous exercise, and those to he 
effective must be continued over a 
long period of time. Tlie fat reduc¬ 
ing patient must eliminate from his 
diet fats, starchy foods and sugar. 
In many cases it is not wise, because 
of other physical conditions, for fat 
people to attempt any rapid reduc¬ 
tion in weight. As a general rule, 
diet and exercise are best directed by 
a skilled physician. Loss of flesh 
is by no means a blessing if accom¬ 
panied by loss of health, energy, or 
strength. 

It is practically impossible to pre¬ 
vent the sale of these preparations in 
interstate commerce under the food 
and drugs act for tlie reason that the 
claims upon the packages are pur¬ 
posely so guarded as to evade act¬ 
ion. As a rule the claims, guaran¬ 
ties, etc., appear in advertisements, 
circular letters, etc., and these the 
makers are very careful to keep sep¬ 
arate from the package. 

The postoftice department, howev¬ 
er, has been instrumental in silenc¬ 
ing some of these promoters by is¬ 
suing fraud orders against them and 
denying them the use of the malls. 
The department of agriculture can 
only warn the people to beware of all 
preparations containing claims, for in 
knowledge of all drug, specialists at 
the present time there is no prepara¬ 
tion that can be depended upon to re¬ 
duce flesh in any marked degree with¬ 
out doing injury.

AUSTRIA DECLARES 
WAR ON SERVIA 

War Spirit Flaming High in 
Vienna 

It is with a feeling of intense relief 
that the people in the dual monarchy 
look forward to the war with Servia. 

Even certain knowledge that Russia 
would intervene would not now cause 
Austria to hesitate a moment or alter 
her course in the slightest. 

Vienna is absolutely without news 
of the movements of the troops, which 
the papers are naturally forbidden to 
print. A sharp censorship has been 
established over the press and all 
means of communication. 

Advices from Belgrade say that the 
Servian capital is now located at Nish 
All Servians between 18 and 60 years 
of age able to bear arms have been 
called out, and mobilization is proceed¬ 
ing rapidly, although the peasants 
who will have to leave their harvest¬ 



ing are reported to be much discon¬ 
tented. 

The Ministry of Foreign Affairs has 
addressed a verbal note to the for¬ 
eign representatives, informing them 
of the declaration of war and declar¬ 
ing that Austria will, on the assump¬ 
tion of similar observances on the part 
of Servia, adhere to the provisions of 
The Hague conference of October 15, 
1908, and the declaration of London 
on k’ebruary 26, 1909. 

The Imperial Austro-Hungarian For 
eign Office declared that even if 
should Servia now comply with the 
demands contained in the Austrian 
note, the Government of the dual 
monarchy would not be satisfied. 
Officials at the Ministry stated that 
Servia’s*reply iiad made it imimssible 
for Austria-Hungary to adhere to her 
former standpoint, and compliance by 



Servia with the demands made on her ' 
could no longer influence the course I 
of action by the Austro-Hungarian em- I 
pire. 

The .Austro-Hungarian Government 
declared war against Servia by a man- 


ifestb which is one of the briefest of 
history’s documents. 

The text is as follows: “The Royal 
Government of Servia, not having re¬ 
plied in a satisfactory manner to the 
note remitted to it by the Austro-Hun- 
gaian Minister in Belgrade on .July 23, 
1914, the Imperial and Royal Govern¬ 
ment finds itself compelled to proceed 
to safeguard its rights and interests 
and to have recourse for this purpose 
to force of arms. Austro-Hungary 
considers itself therefore from this 
moment in a state of war with Servia.” 

Germany paved the way for this 
declaration by announcing her rejec¬ 
tion of the British proposal to bring 
the four powers together in conference 
for mediation. Germany explained that 
her ally could not be expected to sub¬ 
mit her acts to a European council as 
though she were one of the Balkan 
States. 

This annonucement preceded the 
declaration of war by only two hours, 
and gave an exhibition of the perfect¬ 
ly harmonious working of the part¬ 
nership between the two nations, 
which stood firmly together through 
the Bosnian crisis of 1909. 

The center of interest has shifted 
sharply to St. Petersburg, which holds 
the decision whether a European war 
which probably would shift the bal¬ 
ance of power, if not rearrange the 
entire map of Europe, is to break out. 
Negotiations are afoot there between 
the Russian Foreign Minister, Sergius 
Sazonoff, and the Austrian Ambassa¬ 
dor, which are designed to “localize” 
the conflict. 

The nature and progress of these 
conversations are wrapped in the 
thickest mystery, but they are the last 
plank the neutral powers are clinging 
to, in face of a storm which may wash 
all under. 

Apparently authentic reports assert 
that Russia has been given positive 
assurances that Austria-Hun.gary has 
no intention of annexing Servian ter¬ 
ritory. If true, this might, it is 
thou.ght, help the efforts to localize 
the war should it break out. 

The Russian Government issued the 
following official communicatiori: 

“Numerous ])atriotlc demonstraiion.s 
of the last few days in St. Petersburg 
and other cities prove that the firm, 
pacific policy of Russia finds a syma- 
thetic echo among all classes of the 
population. 

“The Government hopes, neverthe¬ 
less, that the expression of feeling of 
the peor)le will not be tinged with en¬ 
mity against the powers with whom 
Russia is at peace, and with whom she j 
wishes to remain at peace. | 

“While the Government gathers 
strength from this wave of popular I 
feeling and expects its subjects to re I 
tain their reticence and tranquility, it 
rests confidently on the guardianship | 
of the dignity and the interests of j 
Russia.” 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of j 
the Morning Post says he is in a po- i 
si tion to state positively that the mo- i 
ment the Austrians cross the Servian ! 
frontier, Russian mobilization orders 
will be published, and Russia will take 
the field with all consequences in¬ 
volved In such action. The corre¬ 
spondent adds: 

“As a matter of hict, Russia took 
jireliminary steps at mobilization the ' 
moment the Council of Ministers de- 
cided on .lul.v 24th that Servia’s sover- ^ 
eign states must be protected at all J 
costs.” ; 

The actual cause of Austria-Hun- I 
gary’s decision to enter into hostile 1 
conflict with Servia was the reply sent i 
by the Balkan state to the note from | 
Vienna demanding that Servia take ! 
steps to put a stop to the Pan-Servian 
pro|)a.ganda on Austrian territory and , 
also piinisli those Servians indirectly | 
concerned in the assassination in Bos- ' 
nia on .Tune 22d of Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, heir to the Austro-Hun¬ 
garian throne. 

The response of Servia was consid- 1 
ered by the Foreign Office in Vienna ! 
“unsatisfactory,” and, in a semi-official ! 
communication made public, the Aus- j 
tro-Hungarian Government said that 
the reply was “filled with the spirit ot ' 
dishonesty.” ' 


The French Government and people | 
appear to be quietly preparing for war. 
The Government is simply awaiting 
the decision of Russia. Troop trains i 
are ready and representatives of the , 
army are on duty in the telegraph, ■ 
telephone and postofflees. Large post- , 
ers on the bulletin boards in the post- ’ 
offices, city halls and other public 
buildings will apprise the soldler-clti- ' 
zen of exactly the hour when his in¬ 
structions become effective. 


There is no doubt in British minds 
that Austria had fully resolved to util¬ 
ize the provocation afforded by the 
Sarayevo murders to wipe the slate 
clean of all accounts against Servia, 
and served an ultlmiatum on her which 
was designed to have no result save 
war. 

There is absolutely no enthusiasm 
in England for war—no desire for this 
particular war which confronts Great 


MME. CAILLAUX 

IS FREED 

Slayer of Editcr Galmelte 
Acquitted 

Mme. Caillaux was acquitted by a 
jury in the Court of Assize of the wil¬ 
ful murder on March 16th last of Gas¬ 
ton Calmette, editor of the Figaro. 
The verdict was returned after fifty 
minutes’ deliberation. The announce¬ 
ment was followed by the wildest tu¬ 
mult. Mme. Caillaux staggered and 
then threw her arms about the neck 
of her counsel, Fernand Labor!. Her 
hair was undone, falling over her 
shoulders, and her hat dropped to the 
floor. The spectators stood upon 
desks and chairs. 

The din was deafening. Several 
groups of barristers came to blows and 
the Republican guards, in an endeavor 
to separate them, joined in the melee. 
The spectacle of Labor! and Chenu, 
the latter counsel for the Calmette 
family, embracing each other, calmed 
the tumult for the moment, but it was 
redoubled when they left with Mme. 
Caillaux. 


Britain—yet there is a general belief 
that her obligations to her partners in 
the triple entente, as well as her in¬ 
terests as a great European power, 
will force her to support Russia and 
France in any steps they may take. 

The immediate effect of the war 
cloud is likely to be a compromise on 
home rule, since all parties feel that 
domestic dissensions must be settled 
at all cost in the face of peril from 
without. 

The fierce demands of the Conserva¬ 
tive papers for a general election have 
been wholly hushed. The Foreign 
Office has become the most Important 
branch of the Government, and no one 
wants to risk the possibility of losing 
in the councils of Europe. 

The Government is confronting the 
situation with perfect calmness. There 
is no sign of unusual events at the 
Forei.gn Office. 

The ships of the British fleet every 
where are taking on supplies. One of | 
the darkest featured the situation pre- ' 
sents is the probable paralysis of ! 
financial enterprises. The British firm i 
of Paulding on Saturday obtained a 
long-sought contract for the construc¬ 
tion of a Chinese railroad, and pro¬ 
posed to float a big loan for that pur¬ 
pose. It now finds the time an im¬ 
possible one for an operation of that 
character. | 


There was an abnormal rise in the 
price of provisions in Vienna as soon 
as war was announced, which caused 
great indignation on the part of the 
public. Vegetables in many cases 
trebled in price. Feeling ran so hieh 
mac in many instances stallkeepers in 
the markets were mobbed or assaulted 
and the police had to be called out to 
restore order. The authorities de¬ 
clare that the sudden increase in the 
prices of provisions and vegetables is 
totally unwarranted. 

A committee appointed to deal with 
the (piestion of provisioning the coun¬ 
try sat to discuss the regulation of 
iirices, in order to prevent the public 
being cheated. A similar meeting was 
held in the Diet. It was officially as¬ 
serted that there was no reason for 
apprehension with regard to the food 
supplies. 

Official arrangements have been 
made to take care of families of re¬ 
servists called to the colors. In event 
a reservist is killed or reported miss¬ 
ing an allowance of about 25 cents per 
day for each adult and 12i^ cents a 
day for children will be continued for 
six months. 


Expectation of war between Austria- 
Hungary and Servia and the subse¬ 
quent declaration have demoralized 
the markets of the world. 

In Vienna the Bourse has been j 
closed since Saturday, but there was | 
a heavy run on the Austrian Savings 
Bank, the most important in the dual 
monarchy. 

In Paris the Commercial Exchange 
suspended all dealings in grains, sugar 
and other commodities, and exchange 
on London and private discount for 
the first time in years were not 
quoted.

In London, after the close of the j 
stock market, stocks tumbled on the ;

News of the declaration reached 
this country while markets were in 
session. With it came an avalanche 
of foreign selling on the New York 
Stock Exchange. Leading securities 
slumped from five to twenty points, 
and conditions paralleled in their in¬ 
tensity the domestic panic of 1507.
